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CIVILIZATION’S RENDEZVOUS 
Events in Eu rope have lost all power to startle 
a world that has become imperviou s even to mild 
su rprise. When an ancient nation can disappear 
from the face of the earth withou t the firing of 
a shot, a sho\\ of resistance or even a strong 
word of protest, what is there remaining with 
capacity to produ ce shock or su rprise? 
It is with a complete awareness of potential 
disaster, accordingly, that the world at large 
views the inexorable march of events destined 
to lead civilization to another charnel hou se. 
There are those, it is tru e, who hold faith that 
the crisis will pass; that there will be an adju st­ 
ment of chaos; that the ambitiou s Caesars will 
be rationalized; that the trou bled times will be 
shaken down to normal. 
They are su preme optimists with little reason 
for the faith that is in them and little knowledge 
of the ram pant spirit of the conqu eror. 
Within a week the center of crisis shifts from 
Au stria to Spain, where developments are reveal­ 
ing, especially when considered in connection 
with the first pronou ncement of ll Du ce u pon 
German conqu est of Au stria. Germany, the Ital­ 
ian premier says in effect, has followed a logical 
and a proper cou rse. It is well for the two Ger­ 
manic nations to be u nited. And in Spain the 
colu mns of General Franco are advancing, su p­ 
plemented by German and Italian troops, and 
the fall of the Loyalist Government appeals near. 
WThat will be the fate of Spain when the Fascist 
conqu est has been fu lfilled? Probably the same 
fate that befell Au stria, with the lion's share of 
the loot going to Italy, which will then menace 
England’s claims u pon mastery of the Mediter­ 
ranean. 
Mr. Chamberlain then will have new knowledge 
of the realistic? arts of international politics and 
will be convinced that Germany and Italy have 
not been sending men, money, gu ns and ammu ­ 
nition into Spain for pu rely altru istic pu rposes 
and withou t hope of reward. 
And when the Fascist conqu est of Spain is 
complete, as it will be this Spring, ju dging by 
present signs, there will be Fascist pressu re on 
three points along France’s border, and Fascists 


will dominate Central Eu rope and, in fact, all of 
Eu rope. Events are moving toward the extinction 
of democracy, an eventu ality which can be fru s­ 
trated only throu gh war. 
And another tryst with Mars will send civili­ 
zation reeling into the du st. 


STALIN’S t u r n w ill come 
The most recent of the tragedies in Ru ssia has 
been closed. There has been the cu stomary, brief 
official annou ncement that the firing squ ad has 
done its work and the defendants in the recent 
treason trial, or spectacle, have been claimed by 
the earth. 
These Ru ssian pu rges, and the trials held to 
give them a semblance of legal formality, make 
the most gru esome and bizarre news stories of 
ou r times, and there is a natu ral disposition to 
view these doomed and helpless defendants, as 
they appear in the dock from time to time, 
throu gh the eyes of sympathy. 
In a sense, they are objects of pity. In order 
that their plight may be viewed in proper per­ 
spective, however, recognition shou ld be given the 
fact that these old Bolsheviks have in their time 
been merciless, conscienceless, cru el men, who 
never drew the line at mu rder when their own 
cau se was to be served. 
Pre-revolu tionary 
assassinations 
in 
Ru ssia 
were nu merou s. It is estimated that after seizing 
power in 19 17, the Bolsheviks killed off 1,500,000 
of the old Ru ssian ru ling class. In Ru ssia, as in 
China, hu man life is a cheap commodity. Walter 
Du ranty, an au thority-ive commentator on Ru s­ 
sia, places a valu ation cf one kopek u pon one life. 
And the same estimate may safely be applied 
to the life of Stalin, who, animated by the same 
fears that su i we n the mind of Ivan the Terri­ 
ble when he sent his bands of cu t-throats 
throu gh Ru ssia to tortu re and kill his enemies, 
is striving to cling to life throu gh the simple ex­ 
pedient of mu rdering those whom he su spects 
of having designs u pon Lim. 
Bu t those who live by the sword, the pistol and 
the gu n u su ally perish the same way, a fact 
which Stalin, a realist, shou ld know, and one 
which mu st cau se him sleepless nights and anxi­ 
ou s days of waking.
